in listing new programs.(I certainly agree with thet-ed)...Two issues 
ago I quoted Terry Black concerning 2 and 3-headed machines aes their 
relative input and output. I misunderstood some of the things Terry 
wrote and Terry hopes the following will clear things up. Terry says: 
the number of heads has nothing to do with the output. What happened 
was this: I dubbed a commercial disc on, first, one of my 3-headed ma- 
chines, carefully regulating the volume. On the same tape (Scetep) L> 
dubbed the same dise on each of my 2-headed machine, making sure the 
volume vas satisfactory. When playing back the section, recorded on my 
2-headed machines, on my 3-heedéd one the volume was lower. It is my 


opinion that the VU meters on certain 2-headed machines were adjusted 


by the factory to a low level. Whyg I don't know. Inexpensive tape 
often, as Tom Rockey pointed out, has a low output. Perhaps my conclu- 
sions about 2-headed machines tested don't apply to all, but Lino 
that low level shows seem to come from fellows using 2-headed machines,

‘on the turntable and ONLY a 16" turntable. 2. With the disc rotation, 


wipe with a very wet cloth to remove loose surface dirt. 3. Spray the 


disc with a commercial cleaner such as Formula 409, this applies only. 


to acetate or vinyl discs, not shellac pressings. 4, Wipe the record 
with a damp cloth until the surface is covered with a film of water. 
Maintain film by frequent application of water throughout dubbing. In 
this way any embedded dirt on the record is kept in suspension by me 
water. 5. Dub the record being watchful for any accumulation of foreign 


matter around the stylus. During the dubbing the water also tends to 


= 


act as an anti-static agent, further reducing surface noise. 6. After 
dubbing thoroughly wipe the water off. 7. Remove it and check other 
side for stray moisture and wipe clean. 8. If in doubt make a test on 
a record of little value...Recorders and tape; Pete Euckel says: Invest 
an brand name equipment which can easily be serviced by factory service 
reps near you.

LONE RANGER-Part 2 

Trendle first broadcast his program unannounced late one nine. the 
first episode has the Lone Ranger riding off laughing at the wrong do- 
ers. Trendle decided that this should be expressionless from then on. 
The office staff disliked the eastern dialect. Îrendle differed here 
and the dialect remained, He also decided not to put the program on the 
air until a blocking of fifteen programs had been: accumulated...The next 
problem of the seried was to give the Ranger someone to talk to. Stri- 
‘ker thought back and remembered a seriel he made with a semi-savage 
called Gabo. From this Striker came up with the name of Tonto, which 
belonged to the Potawatomi Indian tribe of Michigan... Tonto didn't ap- 
pear until the tenth program. the response was slow. that is until 
Trendle offered to give away a free pop gun to the first 300 people to 

write in. The offer was made on May 16..2 days later Trendle announced 
‘that the guns were exhausted. On Sat., i days later, he urged people not 
‘to write. When everything had settled, 24,905 letters had been received. 
The Post Office said that this was the largest response and that the 
program had only been excelled by a coast to coast hookup of Father 
Coughlin. The Lone Ranger was barely audible outside Michigan. 7 other 
stations: had Ceres the program as\well...Trendle wanted to make sure 
of his program's popularity. so in the summer of 1933 he arranged for a 
public appearance: of the lone Ranger on Selle Isle near Detroit., He 
felt thet if he received an audience of 20, 000, Trendle could receive 
sponsorship for his program.. The audience totaled 70,000. The situation 
became so dangerous that the police had to appeal ‘to the Lone Hanger 
himself to restore order. the Lone Ranger wes never to make another 
public appearance. The first rs was Silvercup Bread, ihe first com- 
mercial braodcast was on Nov 27, 1934. From here the nucleus of the Mu- 
tual broadcasting system, WXYZ, WGN, and WOR began broadcasting the 
series. In Jan, 1937 the Pacific coast received the program over the 
Don Lee system. That April the Yankee and- Colonial networks were added.
